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Cable TV rates to increase

(GRANITE CITY — Cable TV rates 
will go up Jan. 1 in the Quad-City 
Area; basic rates for senior citizens 
will more than double. 

_Basic_rates_in Granite City and 
Pontoon Beach will increase $2.15 
from $8.80 to $10.95 a month, a 
spokesperson for Cencom Cable 
Television said. Rates in Madison 
and Venice will rise by $2.55, from 
$8.40 to 10.95. 

THE BIGGEST increase will be in 
basic service rates for senior 
citizens. 

Seniors in Granite City and Pon- 
toon Beach will pay $4.55 more for 
basic Cle service, with rates in- 
creasing from $4.40 to $8.95. Madison 


and Venice seniprs will also pay 
$8.95, an increase of $4.75. They are 
now paying $4.20. 

The Disney Channel will increase 
$2 from $8.75 to $10.75. Other 
premimum channels, including 
Home Box Office (HBO), The Movie 
Channel and Showtime, will remain 
at $10.75. The multi-pay discount will 
also be in effect for subscribers with 
two or more premimum channels. 

BARRY BABCOCK, executive 
vice president of Cencom, said 
equalization of rates will be achiev- 
ed by the increases. 

“Some rate increases will be 
smaller than others due to equaliza- 
tion,” he said. 

William Emling, general manager 
for Cencom, said several steps will 


be taken to improve customer Ser- =" 
vice. These include a new billing — 
system and an upgraded phone =: 
system, he said. oar

‘Policy change could end 


storing tapes of meetings

GRANITE CITY — District 9 Su- 
perintendent Gib Walmsley said he 
will recommend to the Board of 
Education that tapes of board 
meetings be destroyed. 

Walmsley said the district has a 
right to destroy the tapes after of- 
ficial written minutes are adopted 
by the board. 

“My recommendation is to have 
one record,” Walmsley said. He said 
the tapes could be used “‘like a dic- 
taphone” instead of storing them, 
which is current board policy. 

OPEN MEETINGS of the board 
are regularly taped and a written 
record is kept. Closed board 


meetings are not taped. The board 
stopped taping closed meetings last 
spring. 

Walmsley said his recommenda- 
tion will be based on a recommenda- 
tion offered by the State of Mlinois

When all phases of downtown 
development are complete, city“ of- 
ficials hope revenue from taxable 
sales will increase $15 million more 
than in 1985 through new and ex- 
isting businesses downtown, Ortbals 
said. The city is about one-third of 
the way to reaching that goal, he 
said. 

Under the tax increment financing 
program (TIF) program, Ortbals 
said the city is expected to receive a 
check next fall for its share of sales 
tax revenues generated in the TIF 
area. 

Though the amount of the check is 
unknown, ,Ortbals said it would be 
put in a downtown redevelopment 
fund.

refund check. 

The most common reason for the 
undelivered refund checks is that 
many taxpayers moved and left no 
forwarding address with the post of- 
fice. Taxpayers also may either 
marry and change both their name 
and address, or file a tax return con- 
taining incorrect information on the 
mailing label. 

People contacting the IRS should 
be prepared to provide the name and 
address as it appeared on the return, 
the actual name and address (if dif- 
ferent), the Social Security 
number(s), and the type of form 
filed. 

According to the IRS, it is not 
necessary for taxpayers to consult 
or engage the services of a 
“locating” or “‘ ” service, 
or anyone else to obtain information 
with respect to their refund check.

Keep up the good work, new law says 


To the editor: 

Millions of Americans enter their 

60s: better than ever at their jobs. 
They as much — or more — 
zest and energy as at age 40. 
* Their skill and judgment have 
been sharpened by experience. 
Younger workers look to them for 
guidance and knowledge. 

Why should such workers be forc- 
ed to retire before they are ready? 
ay. answer is they shouldn’t. Ido not 
believe age should be a hard and fast 
test for deciding when someone 
leaves the work force. 

I am pleased to report that Con- 
gress enacted legislation this year to 
abolish mandatory retirement ages 
for most Americans. Under.a new 
amendment to the Age Discrimina- 
tion Act of 1967, workers cannot be 
required to take retirement-at age 
70. 

However, the law provides a 
phase-in period for police officers, 


firefighters and_-tenured faculty 
members at colleges and univer- 
sities. For these three groups, retire- 
at-70 policies. will be permitted 
through Dec. 31, 1993. For other 
Americans, the lid is off — people 
who want to work past age 70 will be 
permitted to do so. 

The new law is a follow-up to the 
abolition of mandatory retirement 
for federal workers enacted in 1978. 
At the same time, Congress raised 
the mandatory retirement age from 
65 to 70 for other Americans. 

Some argued against the change 
on the grounds it would hamper af- 
firmative action programs, delay 
promotions, or reduce job oppor- 
tunities for younger workers. 

As a matter of basic fairness, peo- 


- ple who are able and willing to con- 


tribute to the economy, regardless of 

age, should be able to do so. 
Moreover, the number of workers 

who choose to stay on the job past 





age 70 isn’t likely to be large enough 
to create significant problems. A’ 
Labor Department study estimated 
the new law will cause 200,000 people 
to stay on the job — far less than 1 
percent. of the work force. In fact, 
the nationwide trend is’ toward 
earlier, not later, retirement. 

Finally, allowing people over 70 to 
stay on the job will strengthen the 
Social Security and Medicare 
systems by relieving them of some. 
costs. = 

The Congressional Budget Office 
estimated that lifting mandatory. 
retirement ages will save the federal. 
Boveriment $25 million annually by 
1991. 

In my view, the decision to. end 
mandatory retirement was _ long: 
overdue. I am pleased that the: 
message from Congress is the right 
one: *

SPRINGFIELD — Owners of area 
racehorse farms believe they will 
benefit from legislation passed last 
week creating limited off track bet- 
ting and lower taxes for racetracks. 

Primarily because of Fairmount 
Park racetrack near Collinsville, 
racehorses are a sizeable part of thi 
area’s agricultural economy. Like 
other segments of agriculture, the 
industry has suffered recently 
because the cost of raising horses 
has risen while sale prices and rac- 
ing purses have gone down. 

The new legislation would take ef- 
fect next July 1. Gov. James Thomp- 
son has said he will sign it. 

It would increase prize purses to 
owners of winning horses by about 
$28 million a year, said Pat Whit- 
worth, secretary of the ~Hlinois 
Thoroughbred Breeders and Owners 
Foundation at Fairmount Park. She 
also operates one of the larger race 
horse farms in the area, near Troy. 

Although the new bill most 
benefits. racetrack and horse 
owners, breeders should:also benefit 
by-higher prices for! their stock, 
Whitworth said.

area racehorse industry 


stallions will be sought from the 
legislature next spring, she said. 
“The stallion industry is the weakest 
link”’ she said. 

Because of declining sale prices, 
Whitworth estimates about 65 per- 
cent of the horse breeders ‘in the 
area now keep some horses to race 
themselves. 

She said programs which provide 
bonus payments based on the prize 
winnings to owners of Illinois-bred 
horses who are in the winner's circle 
have increased the number and 
quality of Hlinois horses, but there is 
also now an oversupply. 

“Tilinois horses haye been winning 
about 40 percent of the races at Fair- 
mount and about one-third of the 
races in Chicago recently,” she said. 

Jerry Hopkins, a full-time trainer 
in Brighton, said the new racing 
legislation “is going to put a lot of 
money back into the purses for the 
horsemen.’’ He also said Illinois 
race horses are doing well now 
around the country. 

‘The breeders award program had 
spurred an increase in the number of 
registered stallions in the state from 
35 to about 300 in about eight years, 
he said.

His mother, Ferry Hopkins, has a 
stallion as well as several mares and 
foals on her farm near Brighton. 
“I’m just thrilled to death about the 
bill,” she said. 

“T had a good year last year but 
the industry would be in bad trouble 
if something like this doesn’t hap- 
pen,” she said. 

She’ said more races should be 
restricted to Illinois-bred horses. 
Presently, tracks must have at least 
one such race a day. 

Russell Crotchett of rural 
Jerseyville said he also favored 
more incentives for Ilinois-carried 
and foaled horses. “The price” of 
colts is pretty cheap now,”’ he said. 
He has been raising, training and 
sometimes driving standard-bred 
(harness) horses for over 30 years. 

Jim Ginalick, who has about ‘20 
thoroughbreds on his farm just out- 
side Edwardsville, said if state tax 
relief and limited off-track betting 
had not been authorized, he feared 
Fairmount Park would have closed 
down. 

“That would be-like the factory 
closing down, for breeders in this 
area,” he said.
